Brief Elaboration: ASW detection techniques are often evaluated in isolation - 
acoustic, as opposed to non-acoustic; active, as opposed to passive, acoustic 
systems; magnetic, radioactive, wake, tenperature, and bioluminescence 
signatures within the non-acoustic mode. However, the effectiveness of a nurrber 
of interacting systems may be much greater than the utility of any one of them.

A 
study of the potential interaction of these devices is, therefore, likely 
to be more realistic than single evaluations of Soviet sensor effectiveness.
